Two years ago today there would 
have been little doubt about the 
gubernatorial race in Massachu- 
setts if the then Governor Curley 
were opposed by Leverett Salton- 
stall, for the memory of the very 
hectic two years under Curley was 
still very ripe. In 1936, running 
for Senator, the man who is now 
seeking reinstatement as Governor 
ran 259 votes behind his party’s 
ticket here in Andover, and the 
story was the same all over the 
State.

HOW TO VOTE 
Dear Sir: 
Does the want us to 
vote for or against license? We 
note in last week’s front page an 
article against drunkenness at the 
football game, and down 
an ad for the Silver Dollar Bar, 
A Reader 


The easiest way out of this 
would be for us to say that we 
never said anything about drink- 
ing in Boston where the Silver 
Dollar Bar is located, but it’s nol 
the right answer. The Townsman 
wants you to vote the way you sin- 
cerely feel on the question. The 
Townsman, as those who have fol- 
lowed our editorials closely will 
note, is not against license per se, 
but it is now and ever 
against public drunkenness result- 
ing from license. It feels that 
whether a person drinks or not is 
his own personal business, but if 
also feels that when a _ person 
drinks to excess and then becomes 
a public nuisance, it is no longer 
his personal business but the pub- 
lic’s business. It feels too that any 
place which allows a man _ to 
drink too much and then allows 
him to go out into the public street 
in that condition also becomes the 
public’s business, The question that 
the voters of Andover must decide 
on Tuesday is this: can the Town 
of Andover exist with license and 
without drunkenness? If you feel 
that it can’t, it’s up to you to vote 
“No;” if you feel that it can, then

you have the privilege of voting 
“Yes.” And whether the Town of 
Andover votes “Yes or whether it 
votes “No,” the Townsman will 
continue to urge that public 
drunkenness be eliminated. 

In order that you may be 
helped to decide which way you 
want to vote, we submit these ar- 


gzuments commonly advanced by 
those for and those against license: 


FOR 

The ones who have been causing 
all ithe trouble will still get their 
liquor, possibly in Lawrence, in 
which case the last busses will be 
crowded as in prohibition days 
with inebriates, The tlimination of 
license will not cut down the 
amount of liquor purchased but 
will drive the business to Law- 
rence stores; it will put out of 
work the many employees of the 
local establishments; it will elim- 
inate the town’s receipts from this 
source, It would, because of the 
few perpetual town drunks, penal- 
ize the reputable places such as 
the Country Club. Manor, Howard 
Johnson’s, ete., about which there 
have been no complaints but which 
would lose their licenses with all 
the rest. 


AGAINST 

Conditions around Andover 
square have been intolerable under 
restaurant licenses. It is alleged 
that some licensees have sold 
to those who are drunk. and to 
men on relief or the W. P. A. this 
harming their families. The pres- 
ence of drunks slouchine around 
the square is harmful to Andover 
prestige and to other Jocal busi- 
ness places, Even if the drunks did 
drink in Lawrence, they would 
be in Andover square as much as 
aut present, It is impossible to elim- 
Inate the licenses of just those 
who are allowing abuses because 
the A. B. G. in Boston is prone to

Cards Held Up 
By Post Office 


The Republican Town Committee 
requested the Townsman last night 
to print a correction of an allegedly 
false implication which appeared in 
another paper yesterday afternoon 
concerning some postal cards of 
which it was stated: “It was 
learned from a reliable source 
Thursday that some of the cards 
had been prepared in the head- 
quarters of a Republican group.” 
The paper carried at the same time 
a denial from official Republican 
sources. The cards in question, 
bearing a reprint of a cartoon which 
appeared in the Townsman, Octo- 
ber 20, had been held up by postal 
authorities as unmailable matter, 
but not a single one had ‘been pre- 
pared by anyone connected with 
the Republican town committee or 
the Young Men’s Republican club, 
the only two “Republican groups” 
in Andover. 

The card, of which only about 
295 had been mailed, was sent into 
Boston Monday by the local post 
office for a ruling on whether or not 
it could be mailed without a signa- 
ture. The ruling came back that it 
couldn’t, for that reason and also 
because of the nature of the card, 
which concerned reports the chief 
of police stated he had received of 
alleged thefts of farm products, 
wood, etc., by W. P. A. workers. 
The Townsman of that week, postal 
inspectors felt, also should not have 
been mailed.
